ALONG STEP TO WORLD PEACE. 


The general arbitration treaties between the United 


States and Great Britain and the United States and 
France have been signed. This mighty work, which 
it may be predicted without risk will become the great 
historic achievement of President Taft's administra- 
tion, amazes as much by the diligence with which it 
has been accomplished as by the stupendous good 
which it is. purposed to vouchsafe. 
Its beginning 


seems to have been casual, but its progress has been 
marked by a rapidity almost without precedent in the 
establishment of great international conventions. 


In a word, the treaties provide that as between this 


country and each of the other powers signatory to the 
treaty all differences that cannot be accommodated by 
their own agencies shall be submitted to the peace 
court at The Hague, and that failing-, to a special tri- 
bunal of arbitration. No exception is made of issues 
Which affect the national honor of the signatory pow- 
irs. In other words, there is to be no appeal to arms. 
,War is relegated to the limbo of other extinguished 
barbarities. 


The peril of war between this nation and Great Bri- 


tain or this nation and France had been brought by 
(he friendliest intercourse almost to the irreducible 
minimum. Yet it was a potentiality of the future. We 
have been at war with both countries since the United 
States had existence as a national entity. However, 
the wider beneficence of these treatks. lies in their 
moral force. It opens a long and broad vista of pos-> 
sibilities. It should readily clear the way to such, a 
:onvention between Great Britain and France, and 
.ater though much more remotely and through a much 
greater tangle of international difficulties, 
between 


each of them and Germany. 
In short, it is the be- 


ginning of what may be cherished as the hope of the 
abolition of war and ultimately of disarmament by the 
nations. With disarmament there will fall from the 
back of all Europe such a burden as not even those 
who bear it will ever realize until they taste the mercy 
of relief from it 


It is a stupendous thing President Taft has led the 


labor of—a task than which which none nobler or 
more humane could engage the highest talents of state- 
craft. It commits his name imperishably to history.

THE MODEL PEACE TREATV. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


A peace treaty may be either an expression o£ the 


general sentiment in favor of deciding all issues that 
can be so decided by arbitration instead of by diplomacy 
backed by arms, or it may be a means of" effecting a 
new grouping of the powers, and. therefore, a very 
ready source of conflict with powers not included in 
the pact. 
The treaties signed yesterday with Great Bri- 


tain and with Frani-e are of the former kind; they do 
not constitute an alliance for offensive or defensive "pur- 
poses, hut are simple agreements between the "high 
contracting parties" to submit, ail minor differences to 
The Hague tribunal, unless the text of treaties has been 
materially changed fro™ the wording made public a 
few weeks ago. 
The real significance of the action is 


not that it makes any considerable difference to the re- 
lations between the powers concerned, but that it is, 
within obvious limits, a "triple alliance" to which an 
the nations are eligible as new contracting parties. 
In 


the eyes of the idealist it is the first practical step to- 
wards a general inclusive arbitration treaty between all 
the nations of the world, which is to be a prelude to 
disarmament and "paradise regained." 


But from the model treaty of today, even if it were 


subscribed by all the nations, it is a long step to an 
open treaty that would include the peaceful settlement 
of all contingencies. 
It was in no cynical spirit that 


Mr. Roosevelt recently explained the desirability of the 
agreement with Great Britain, on the ground "that "it 
is now safe to have a universal arbitration treaty, be- 
cause experience of ninety-six years has shown that the 
two nations can be trusted not to do any one of the of- 
fenses which ought to preclude any self respecting na- 
tion from appealing to arbitration." 
The same reason 


will apply still more strongly to the agreement with 
France. 


Yet, in the diplomatic world of Europe the idea of 


uny agreement between nations that is not exclusive 
and directed to some extent against some non-contract- 
ing power or powers, is so new that the treaties signed 
yesterday might conceivably have other effects 'than 
they are intended to have. It cannot, for instance, make 
Germany feel any less isolated In the diplomatic situ- 
ation caused by the Moroccan question, to see her two 
principal opponents, for whatever purpose, joining hands 
with the United States. 
Under the circumstances i 


would have been particularly desirable that Germany 
which was risked to.join the party but apparently de- 
clined, should have been one of the first signatories to 
Mr. Tnft's model treaty. 
This would have given a far 


greater 
international significance 
to the event than 


sealing our 
friendship with two 
powers already 


closely united. 


But "God and our sword" is still the kaiser's watch 
word. 


The ;• alarm sounded by the 
standpat leaders in 


Washington to summon their absentee clansmen back 
to the senate is fair proof of an understanding that the 
president means to veto the wool bill if the two branch- 
es of congress are able to compose their differences 
ar.d pass the measure. Mr. Taft has given no sign be- 
yond the semi-official utterance of several weeks ago 
that he \vould not permit any tariff legislation beyond 
that embraced in his Canadian reciprocity bill. 
It is 


probable, however, that he will give the free list bill 
the indulgence of at least another thought, before he 
brings hirnsdf to the resolve to strike it down. That 
is sunposititiously the sugar coating to the Canadian 
enactment. 


Cuba is making another bid for intervention by the 


United States and if she perseveres will doubtless suc- 
ceed. General Acevedo, with a small band of follow- 
ers, has "gone into the' woods" and there will recruit 
a force which he says will be sufficient to drive Pres- 
ident Gomez from the palace in Havana. It may be a 
good thing to draw Uncle Sam into their imbroglio, 
provided it is done in such fashion as to make neces- 
sary the correction of a fundamental error committed 
by this government in the beginning of its interven- 
tion in Cuba.

DISPOSAL BY THE DESTRUCTOR 


SYSTEM. 


REST, EXEKCISE. MODERATION. 


(Pittsburg Gazette-Times.) 


A correspondent of the Medical Record asks wh 


so many successful doctors, scientists, lawyers and cor 
poration officials are cut off in the midst of career 
that should in natural expectation hnve extended 10 t 
20 yenrs longer, and proceeds to furnish his own an 
swer by saying that it is because they have failed t 
take the requisite 
physical exercise to fortify the! 


bodies against the 
otherwise inevitable 
break-down 


This medical contributor has a poor opinion of what th 
average "tired business man" regards as rest and re 
laxation. 


"The usual method of such men," he says, "as the; 


become more and more absorbed in their work, mor 
driven by the duties and care their work engenders, is 
to regard ideal rest as the periodical withdrawal from 
their labor or the substitution of a new and diverting 
line of Intellectual employment, and in this way soothe 
tired nerves and sharpen their faculties for renewed 
effort. 
But is this rest? 
While it does recuperate 


the fagged nervous system, what of those parts of the 
organism which carry on the functions of physical life— 
the respiratory, 
vascular, muscular and excretory?" 


This physician believes that the needed rest may besi. 
be found in what the woodchopper or digger would 
call hard work, and he declares that no man engaged 
in absorbing intellectual pursuits should be satisfied 
with less than two hours daily of vigorous exercise In 
the open air or the equivalent of a seven-mile walk. 
"This Is the toll he must pay if he expects his career 
to extend to the commonly accepted scriptural limit." 


No doubt the average business and professional man 


does not take nearly enough physical exercise, though 
there is reason to believe he is doing much better than 
his father did in this respect, but when he has reached 
the age of 50' say, it is safe forihim to start in walk- 
ing seven miles a day? 
Few physicians would advise 


such a vigorous regimen. 
The point, therefore, is that 


one should commence taking regular exercise early in 
life and keep it up. 
One who has lived a sedentary life 


lor yeurs cannot suddenly begin training as an athlete 
and expect to receive benefit therefrom. Those who have 
neglected this wholesome care of the body may yet make 
partial and tardy amends by engaging in golf. 
Tennis 


generally will be found too strenuous. 
It is all right 


to preach the gospel of exercise, but It should be ac- 
companied by a warning to the elderly and middleaged 
to "go it mild." 


ECONOMICAL MARKETING. 


(New 
York World.) 


It is nothing surprising to such cities as have tried 


the plan to learn that the open market established by 
Des Moines has cut store prices on certain articles of 
food—butter, eggs, fruits and vegetables—from 40 to 
60 per cent. Within a few hours after the opening of 
the market the half-hundred or more hucksters had sold 
out at prices considerably in advance of what they have 
been receiving, while the men, women and children 
who crowded about the wagons had been able nearly 
to double the purchasing value of their money, leaving 
buyer and seller well satisfied. 


Of all the plans for reducing the high cost, of living 


in cities the establishment, of open markets is the sim- 
plest. 
Tt, is not. the high cost of living but. the high 


cost of selling that makes urban life more costly year 
by year. 
It has been intimated that last year's farm 


products were worth $9,000,000,000, of which the farm- 
ers used about one-third themselves, receiving for the 
remaining two-thirds about $6,000,0001,000, for which 
consumers paid over $ 13,000,000,000. 
It cost more to 


sell the products than it did to produce them, owing to 
our wasteful system of distribution. 


In Des Moines apples sold in the open market, for 10 


or 12 cents a peck, according to size and variety. New 
York apples in the most, plentiful seasons bring that, 
much per qua.rt, while there seems to be an ever- 
increasing scale for the petty consumer who buys five of 
ten cents' wortt • 


The disposal of "towns' refuse" in 


the cities of Great Britain is made 
almost without exception by Incinera- 
tion In a. form of furnace called a de- 
structor- The tirst recorded type of a 
furnace for burning waste was built 
at 
Parlrllngton. London, in 1870, to 


which reference has previously been 
mnrle. 
This furnace was a. simple, 


closed oven floored with lire-bars, and 
chiirsed by hand through front doors 
with the refuse left after a prelim- 
inary sorting was mario. 
This early 


furnace, however, was 
defective in 


many features, and was shortly dis- 
continued. 


The same irlea was adopted by Al- 


fred Fryer, in Manchester, in 1876. 
He installed a, series of separated cells 


ovens, to be charged with unsepa- 


raterl, mixed refuse, anr! connected by 
a large main flue with a chimney of 
great height. 
It was found that in 


this furnace refuse conlrl be destroyed 
without, additional fuel, but that there 
was danger of offensive odors owing 
to the low temperature caused by in- 
complete 
combustion. 
Mr. 
Fryer 


called bis invention a "destructor." a 
term which has since been applied to 
all forms of British furnaces for con- 
suming towns' refuse. 


In the years following the first in- 


stallation of a. destructor, many dif- 
ferent forms of cell destructors were 
built by various companies, with sun- 
dry changes and inventions calcu- 
lated to make the apparatus more 
efficient and sanitary. 
The addition 


by Charles Jones of a "fume crema- 
tor," or secondary fire, over which 
the gases from combustion passed on 
their way to the chimney, was one 
of the first of these improvements. 


The introduction of a horizontal 


boiler enabled the makers of destruc- 
tors to obta.in power for a forced draft 
beneath the grates. Subsequently, the 
employment of a water tube boiler 
placed in direct connection with the 
furnace gave a far higher rate of 
combustion, and did away with the 
necessity for a fume cremator. 


The cell construction comprised two 


grates connected with a combustion 
chamber leading to the boiler. 
The 


theory of this operation was that 
while one cell was charged with green 
refuse the adjoining cell maintained 
the highest possible rate of burning; 
thus the gases and smoke from tho 
fresh material were destroyed In the j 
combustion 
chamber, and 
constant 


steam pressure in the boiler was kept 
up. By means of a. large number ot 
cells and connected boilers It was pos- 
sible to destroy great, masses of re- 
fuse, and to obtain steam for various 
municipal purposes. The rats of com- 
bustion gradually rose from about six 
tons per cell per day to between fif- 
teen and twenty tons, with a, corre- 
sponding development of steam power, 
and with an increase of temperature 
which effectually destroyed the of- 
fensive gases within the furnace. 


Under the management of well-or- 


ganized English companies the Instal- 
lations of cell destructors showed con- 
stant improvements, and many va.lu- 
nble accessories have been invented 
and adopter! since the days of "Fry- 
er's first, construction. 


About, 1807 another form of typical 


Encllsh destructor, was brought Out 


by a leading builder in Manchester. 
This comprised a system of continuous 
grates, or practically, the construction 
of two cells of four grates in 
one 


long chamber, with 
a combustion 


chamber' common to all. and with a 
direct connection with the boiler. The 
Introduction of a powerful lilast of air 
heated to the temperature of 300 de- 
grees Fahr. under each separate prate 
increased the efficiency and preserved 
the principle of the alternate chars- 
Ing of a section of grate while the 
irtjoinlng section was at its highest 
emperaturo. 
This regeneration 
rf 


mrt of the bent for the purpose r,f 
raising the temperature of the air 
supplied 
below the grates made it 


lossiblc to burn a larger quantity of 
waste, to obtain higher steam rlevel- 
ipmi>nt. and absolutely to insure the 
destruction within tho furnace of ^11 
loxiiujs gases. There was also added 
jrovlslon for the detention of fine dust 
which would otherwise escape from 
the chimney, and for the ventilation of. 
the destructor house by induced draft, 


which the dust from the dumping 


carts was collected and carried be- 
ow the furnace grates. An improved 
charging method, by machinery In- 
stead of by hand labor, was another 
feature of these later destructor in- 
stallations. 


There are certain marked advant- 


ages In the destructor system as com- 
pared with other methods of waste 
disposal by fire, which may be noted 
briefly as follows: 


(a) A destructor receives all classes 


of city waste ami destroys them with- 
out 
preliminary 
separation. 
'While 


capable of burning ajl, it may be so 
operated as to destroy one or two 
kinds only, as for instance, garbage 
and rubbish, leaving ashes to be other- 
wise handled. 
In this case, however, 


the steam development can be de- 
pended upon only to be sufficient for 
the purposes of the destructor plant. 


(b) 
The disposal of all classes of 


waste demands one collection only, 
thus avoiding the trouble and expense 
of a separation at the house, as well 
as the cost of separate haulage for 
each class of waste. 


(c) The temperature attained in a 


destructor is maintained at upwards 
of 1,500 degrees Fahr.. destroying not 
only the waste but also all forms of 
smoke 
and 
empyreumatlc 
gases

There are fifteen destructors In 
Australia; twelve In Egypt and South 
Africa, and more In South America 
than In the United States and Cana- 
da taken together.

tended the crematory methods, the fa- 
cilities for tipping (or dumping) on 
unoccupied ground or Into great riv- 
ers, or the sea, and the prevalent er- 
roneous impression that American mu- 
nicipal waste is totally different from 
that of English communities, are «om« 
of the reasons for slow progress.

The Director of Health in the Philip- 


pines 8«y» Rodents Are Be- 


ing Stamped Out. 


(Boston Transcript.) 


Dr. Victor G. Heiser, 
director 
of 


health of the Philippines, brings an in- 
teresting story of the sanitary achieve- 
ments of the United States in the is- 
lands. 
For the first time in the his- 


tory of the archipelago the births ex- 
ceeded the deaths last year. 


This means that most of the fatal 


diseases have been stamped out as a 
result of the war on rats, by which 
the plague has been controlled; as the 
result of vaccination, which has ex- 
terminated smallpox, and of the drill 
ing of artesian wells, by which contro 
has been gained over the various in- 
testinal diseases which have always 
in the past been productive of numer- 
ous deaths. Thus sanitation has fol- 
lower] the flag of the United States, 
to a greater extent than it has follower 
that of any other -nation, in all o 
whose tropical colonies the death rate 
still exceeds that of the births. 


The demand for artesian wells in 


the Philippines has become s"> -' 
that no member can be elected to the 


assembly who does not pledge himself 
n advance to do all In his .power to 
procure theso .wells for his district. 
This is a remarkable reversal of sen- 
timent, for when this type of wells waa 
ntrorluced the guileless Filipino ex- 
hibited great hostility, even engaging 
n riots in some sections, and in all 
naisting that water brought from the 
bowels of the earth was not fit for 
human beings to drink.

WASHINGTON'S TRADE SCHOOLS 


Boys and Girls Who Have Completed 


Fifth Grade Will Be Admitted. 


(Washington Evening Star.) 


The boy or girl who desires to fol- 


low a trade will be given the oppor- 
tunity for preparation next fall, when, 
with the opening of the public schools 
of this city, two graded schools built 
largely for the purpose of teaching 
trades will be opened 
The schools 


are now in the pour.se of erection, one 


on High street northwest, for white 
pupils, and the other near the Cardoaa 
school, on I street, between Half and 
First streets southweat, for negro pu • 
pils. 
Two-year courses are planned 


for boys and girls more than 14 years 
old, who have completed the fifth grade 
in elementary schools, or .its equiva- 
lent. 


The new buildings will be used partly 


for the teaching of the rudiments of 
carpentry to the boys and of sewing 
and cooking to. the girls of the seventh 
and eighth grades, as is done at pres- 
ent In the various buildings distributed 
throughout the city for that purpose. 
The main object of these two schools, 
however, will be to teach trades to 
those boys and girls who desire to 
learn them. This course in the schools 
will not be for the first year much more 
than 
a.n experiment 
to determine 


whether there is any demand for a 


i trade school. 
It is believed by the 


school chiefs that the demand wil 
prove very great. 


As only a small sum of money is 


available for the work at present, 1 
will necessarily be limited to a few 
trades. 
It is .proposed that thos 


taught the first year shall be ad 
vanced woodwork and perhaps machin 


vork for the boys and dressmaking 
nd millinery for the girls.

Vancouver. Installed a destructor for 
the disposal of its waste, but made 
no use of the power developed. The 
•w«rk of the destructor proved so sat- 
isfactory that the city has recently 
contracted for the Installation of a 
•econd and larger plant, tho power 
from which will be utilized for mun'.- 
elpal purposes. 


In January. 1908. the city of Seattle 


Wash., after a prolonged examination 
by its engineer. R. H. Thompson, of 
all destructors in use, put Into com- 
5nlsaion a Meldrum destructor of «<i 
Ions capacity, with a 200 horsepower 
boiler. The raports from this installa- 
tion after two years service show tho 
dally dlspo»al of more than 75 tons 
of mftced waste, the evaporation of one 
pound1 of water for each pound of ma- 
terial destroyed. The partial utiliza- 
tion of the steam at this plant, and 
the sale of power and residuals re- 
duced the operating cost to about 30 
cents per ton. This city contemplates 
VJdtng^ four more destructors to care 
tor the^waste In other parts of the 
town. 
In May.,1908. the Borough of Rich- 


mond (NevV York city), after an ex- 
tended survey of all disposal methods 
by its engineers, adopted the destruc- 


ipleted prelimin 


iry tests of a Heenan Destructor show 
the destruction of a quantity exceed- 
ng the rated capacity of 80 tons per 
day.

Two years service of this destruc-

The value of the destructor system 


for the disposal of waste from great 
industrial establishments is well il- 
lustrated by the work of a Meldrum 
destructor built by the writer in 1903 
for the General Electric company 0- 
Schenectady. 
At 
this 
installation 


about 20 tons of combustible refuse 
of all kinds aro dally destroyed. a:id 
the evaporation of from 2 to 2.5 pounds 
of water per pound of waste is ob- 
tained. Another unit of the same ca- 
pacity is to be installed by the same 
company. 


Tho city of Buffalo has just com- 


pleted the Installation of a destructor 
built In connection with the sewage 
pumping station, where the power will 
be utilized in the municipal service. 


The latest installation of a destruc- 


tor Is at Milwaukee, where the final 
tests of the works are now belns 
made. 


Milwaukee has had a. varied and ex- 


tended experience in various methols 
of waste disposal. In the past tiven'y 
years she has had three crematory In- 
stallations, 
two 
reduction 
process 


plants, and the usual unhappy ex- 
periences of American cities In Ink* 
and land dumping, burying in 
the 


ground, or carrying outside the city 
limits. 


In 190S the city retained experienced 


engineers who submitted a 
report 


recommending the establishment of a 
destructor plant, with the capacity of 
300 ton» per day of mixed, miscella- 
neous city waste, including stable m;i - 
nure. 
These rfcommendatlons were 


eventually adopted, ;md 
in 
March, 


1909, 
contracts were mndc for thp r-re=- 


tirm of a plant comprising four units

Che 
whole to bo included in a building 100 
feet square. 
The specifications pro- 


vided that each unit should destrj%

was required to be 200 horsepower per 
unit, or a, total of 800 horsepower for 
the plant, with dynamos and other 
equipment for using electric servies.

The preliminary trials just com- 


pleted, but not yet made public, show 
that the average quantity destroyed

costs are from 20 to 25 per cent less 
than the conditions of contract, and 
that the average temperature is 1,920 
degrees Fahr.

tion of adopting the system when lo- 
cal conditions become favorable- 


The initial cost of a destructor plant 


s somewhat greater than that of a 
:rcmatory or incinerator of tho same 
:apaclty. 
This IB because the build- 


ings aro more substantial and better 
designed for convenience and rapid 
work: also because the destructor re- 
quires steam boilers and must have 
connected machinery for the operation 
of the plant. But the greater cost is 
more than repaid by the advantages 
of location, which are the saving H 
transportation and the returns from 
powr obtained. 


The destruction of municipal waste 


by fire is nothing more than the burn- 
ing of poor fuel which under ordlnary 
condltions cannot be consumed In the 
usual forms of furnaces. 
When this 


fuel includes material that throws off 
offensive smokes and gases during 
combustion special provision must be 
made for their destruction before the 
release into the open air of the final 
gaseous products. 
Authorities agn>o 


that these gaseous products must he- 
exposed to a temperature of at least 
1.500 
degrees Fahr., for the disso-

Rosoni works as a. machinist in John 


Garlno's garage. 
What .he was do- 


ing in Stanton street at 1 o'clock, in 
the morning he has been too weak 
since to expla.ln. He was passing 19 
Stanton street when someone sneaked 
up behind him, held the muzzlo. of a 
revolver very close to his back and 
flrad.

•pered the name- and address of his 
brother, Stefnno, who was soon lo- 
cated by the police.

Itallin f.iahlon and asked him who had 
shot him. 
The reply was In Italian, 


which no one present but the two 
brothers could understand.

Sweeney shot him, just like he kid 
me."
